BRYN MERRICK, 
who was born in 
Barry and became 
the bass player with 
legendary punk 
band The Damned, 
died at Llandough 
Hospital on 

Saturday, 
September 12, 
following a battle 
against cancer. 

Bass player Bryn (56) 
became a member of The 
Damned in 1983, but 
made his name with a 
local Welsh punk band 
called Victimize. 

Bryn’s close friend, 
Andy Johnson, 

announced the sad news 
of his death on Facebook 
on Saturday, and earlier 
this week spoke to The 
Glamorgan GEM of his 
fond memories of Bryn. 

“On behalf of his 
daughter, Ella, and his 
sons, Richard and 
Christian, it is with so 
much sadness that I 
announce that my best 


friend, Bryn Merrick, 
passed away, peacefully, 
this morning, after a long 
battle with cancer at 
Llandough Hospital near 
Cardiff. 

“He was loved and 
adored by everyone who 
met him. He was a true 
rebel and lived life in the 
fast lane. 

“If you made friends 
with him, it was for life. 
He hadn’t a bad bone in 
his body. 

“Everyone who knew 
him, knew of his crazy 
character and there will 
be plenty of stories to tell 
in the coming weeks and 
months. 

“But, when all is said 
and done, he was just a 
‘great bloke’! He adored 
his daughter, Ella, who 
he kept in touch with 
despite the thousands of 
miles between them, and 
I know Ella truly thought 
of him as her hero, which 
he was!”

BIKES AND CARS SHOULD 
LIVE AND LET LIVE - Reader 


I N response to the current crop of 
letters about cycling in Barry and the 
rest of the Vale, I would like to say I 
agree with much of what has been 
written, but from a different viewpoint. 

As a cyclist, I also cannot see the sense in 
making a nice wide road narrower to 
accommodate a ‘shared use path’ (there are no 
dedicated cyclepaths in Barry that I am aware of). 

Cyclists using main roads at busy times are 
mostly commuting to work or for other essential 
journeys that most people would use a car for. 

On a shared path, a cyclist MUST ride slowly 
giving way to any pedestrians. The highway code 
states a cyclist wishing to ride quickly must rejoin 
the carriageway. Would anyone want to travel at 
half speed on their commute ? 

The idea that cycling on shared paths is safer 
is also dubious. Most accidents involving cyclists 
being hit by vehicles occur at junctions. By riding 
the path, every minor side road you cross 
becomes a dangerous junction. 

Pathways aren’t swept so all the detritus 
thrown there by car tyres remains a hazard for 
months. Where all the broken glass comes from, I 
don’t know. Pedestrians and dog walkers have to 
be passed with great care, further slowing your 
progress. 

In winter, paths aren’t gritted. 

Most cyclists I know would much prefer a nice, 
wide traffic lane where other vehicles can 
overtake us without problems. Port Road at 
Wenvoe was a perfect example of this until 

Post Office saga 
to end in farce? 


D espite the 

cries of relief 
from various 
quarters, the sorry 
tale of the long-lost 
Cowbridge post 
office looks like 
ending in farce, 
with the siting of 
the new post office 
in the former 
convenience store 
very nearly at the 
top end of 
Eastgate - at least 
0.2 of a kilometre 
from the town 
centre and the two 
car parks, with 
kerbside parking 
offering space for 
some six vehicles. 

What price the 
convenience of the 
disabled, elderly, 
business people, those 
for whom time is 
pressing, etc? 

This essential facility 
must be at the centre of 
any town, and the Post 
Office is again showing 


the contempt in which it 
holds the populace of 
Cowbridge by placing it 
at the outermost 
extremity of the town. 

During the time in 
which Cowbridge has 
been without a post 
office, at least half a 
dozen businesses have 
closed down. All of 
them could have 
provided suitable 
accommodation - in the 
past 12 months the off- 
licence next the Filco 
store, and within the last 
month Xantippe in the 
High Street, both a 
stone’s throw from the 
Town Hall, and both 
already re-occupied by 
people sharper than the 
Post Office. 

The cries of welcome 
should be a choms of 
disapproval, determined 
to prevent this (second) 
mindless insult to the 
people of Cowbridge by 
a national agency.

‘Wenvoe cycleway 
is not wanted 
by cyclists...’ 


C yclists 

haven’t 
asked for the 
footpath and 
cycleway to Wenvoe 
from the 
Pencoedtre 
roundabout. 

We weren’t consulted 
over this costly and 
environmentally- 
damaging project, but 
it’s Welsh Government 
grant-funded, so they 
can claim spending on 
cycling, even though of 
minimal use. Novice 
cyclists use the footway, 
while experienced 
cyclists expect just 
white-line marking of an 
on-road cycleway for 
such a wide rural road. 

The Vale Council has 
chosen an extravagant 
project, including 
moving the lamp 
standards and 
demolishing trees, which 
we normally dodge 
around. They tell us 
minimal disruption, yet 
two km of roadway were 
coned off for two weeks 
prior to any work, and 
the cones are not pulled 
back after work. Traffic 
queues behind me as I 
cycle on the narrowed 
roadway; cars dodging 
in and out worsens 
driving for all. 

The project wrongly 


takes money from the 
‘active travel’ fund, for 
walking and cycling 
routes in defined 
communities - including 
Barry, Cowbridge and 
Dinas Powys/Penarth. 

The Vale Council is 
not meeting 

requirements to draw up 
active travel route 
networks and then make 
small-scale 

improvements. What’s 
wrong with our Welsh 
Government, allowing 
them to instead squander 
funds on a pretty useless 
mega-project? 

Councillors allow 
their officials to get 
away with an easy life, 
rather than do the 
detailed work on cycling 
projects that would make 
a difference. 

A specific example: 
from Broad Street in 
Barry to Romilly Park, 
we need a contra-flow 
cycleway along Park 
Avenue. Vehicles can 
drive around the 
triangle, down to the 
Ship Hotel and up St 
Nicholas Road over the 
railway, but cyclists 
need a legal straight-on 
route to reach The Knap 
and suburb. So obvious, 
but officials have to be 
told!

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‘DONT BE 
ALARMIST’ 

says Vale Leader 
over a Barry 
dust clouds claim 


‘FRIENDS of the Earth Barry 
and Vale’ has claimed that 
Barry could face dust across 
the town that would be worse 
than in the days of coal and 
scrap iron - a view which 
earned a rebuke from the Vale 
Council Leader, Coun Neil 
Moore. 

The Vale Council said decisions 
were taken in a transparent and 
democratic way allowing people’s 
views to be aired. 

Max Wallis of Friends of the Earth 
Barry and Vale argued: “The (recent) 
approval of incinerator ash (IB A) on 
the east end of Barry Dock means that 
Neil Moore’s council is sending us 
back to the dirty old days. 

“It will be worse than returning us 
to black dust from coal shipping, 
worse than the red dust from scrap 
iron, because the grey dust from 
incinerator ash is poisonous. 

“The strong winds across the dock 
will blow IB A dust like the black and 
red dusts over Cadoxton and 
Castleland housing, but also during 
easterlies to Barry Island and the new 
Waterfront development. 

“The IBA dust is poisonous due to 
compounds of metals, some soluble, 
which leach into water, are taken up in 
garden fruit and veg, and enter the 
body when inhaled. But the Vale 
Council dismissed the toxicity issue, 
not even getting expert assessment 
from Public Health Wales. 

“The Vale officers even argued we 
should accept this because the Vale 
sends its waste to the incinerator. 
Joining the waste incineration scam 
was, of course, the choice of Neil 
Moore and Rob Curtis.” 

Mr Wallis concluded: “Do Barry 
people have to accept this travesty? 
Friends of the Earth (Barry & Vale) 
think not and believe there are ways to 
fight it.” 

Coun Neil Moore, Leader of the 
Vale Council, said: “Although I am 
the Leader of the Council and 
prepared to take responsibility for my 
actions, I believe that Mr Wallis 
makes some scandalous and 
ridiculous accusations against me and 
the council. 

“I am not aware that there will be 
any toxic plumes as a result of the 
storage area for the bottom ash on 
the docks, although I understand the 
concerns of local residents. Indeed 
Mr Wallis should note that I am such 
a resident, living in Cadoxton Moors. 

“The planning committee is not 
‘my’ committee as suggested but a 


quasi-judicial committee made up of 
elected members from across the 
Vale of Glamorgan. I am not on that 
committee and therefore had no hand 
in the decision process. 

“Mr Wallis is confusing matters 
by linking two separate facilities, the 
one approved though not yet built in 
Barry Docklands, with the Viridor 
Plant in Cardiff docks which takes 
our black bag waste, along with those 
from other councils in the region. 

“I was indeed a member of the 
board overseeing the latter facility 
and was content that it was a safe 
solution to landfill. The only 
connection is that the bottom ash in 
this application does come from that 
plant. 

“The bottom ash will be recycled 
into building material and go towards 
our recycling targets. 

“The Barry plant application has 
been subject to lengthy and 
exhaustive debate at planning 
committee. At the most recent 
meeting, I understand that a 
thoroughly detailed report was 
submitted. 

“Furthermore, Natural Resources 
Wales, who are both the experts in 
this field and the national regulatory 
body, were consulted on the 
application and raised no objection. 

“The planning process is both 
democratic and transparent and 
provides opportunity for all those 
with an interest to share their views. 

“The claims being made by Mr 
Wallis following the committee’s 
decision are wilfully alarmist. 

“While Mr Wallis clearly does not 
support the decision of the 
committee, it is disappointing that 
while representing a group such as 
Friends of the Earth, he cannot act 
responsibly when commenting about 
the planning process and individuals 
involved. 

“In light of the hysteria that Mr 
Wallis is attempting to incite it is 
important to note that the planning 
process, and the recent decision of 
the planning committee, is only one 
of a number of checks on the 
development of this site.” 

Coun Moore added: “Any facility 
developed will be subject to stringent 
controls imposed by Natural 
Resources Wales and a number of 
further assessments will be 
undertaken as the required licences 
and permits are issued.”

A GUIDE TO 
THE STARS 
AND BEYOND 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum was Dave 
Powell. He not only 
gave a talk about 
the stars and the 
enormity of the 
universe, but 

explained the 
birthplace of a 
star - how a cloud 
ripple of gases 
slowly starts 

spinning and over 
millions of years, 
forms a star. 

He emphasised that 
the Sun was just such an 
ordinary star, estimated 
to have been formed 
4,600 million years ago. 
With the Earth - a mere 
93m miles from it - 
being neither too hot nor 
too cold, it has enabled 
life to flourish, 

Dave spoke about Sun 
spots and how they have 
an 11-year cycle. In the 
1820s, these appeared to 
stop, causing the very 
cold period when the 
rivers froze and the 
Thames was renowned 
for fairs and skating in 
the winters. 

He explained how the 
Sun, as all other stars, 
lose weight but grow 


larger and larger, until 
there is an enormous 
explosion, which will 
wipe out Earth and all the 
other planets in the 
‘twinkling of an eye’ 
back to its origins. He 
reassured forum 

members that this was 
not likely to happen for 
many more millions of 
years. 

He finished with the 
extraordinary statistic 
that astronomers estimate 
there are 100,000 million 
stars in a galaxy, and 
there are 100,000 million 
galaxies. He was 
convinced that with this 
number of stars, it was 
inevitable that life would 
have developed on other 
planets. 

On September 17, the 
speaker will be Mr Colin 
Evans, whose subject is 
‘The Call Up’.

He worked for the 
Romilly Estate and 
helped with Romilly 
Park and the lake. Sadly, 
he died when Marjorie 
was five years old. 

Marjorie attended 
Romilly School and All 
Saints Sunday School 
and Church, and 
eventually took up a 
hairdressing 
apprenticeship at 

Leonie’s in Cardiff. 

When qualified, she 
worked in the family 
hairdressing business in 
High Street, Barry. 

Marjorie met and 
married Russell Tiller in 
1940 at All Saints 
Church. 

Russell worked at 
Ranks Mills and was 
released to join the Royal 
Navy during the war and 
was Chief Petty Officer 
Secretary to the Admiral 
commanding 
Newfoundland during 
the signing of the various 
treaties. 

After the end of the 
war, Marjorie gave up 
shop work and became a 
mobile hairdresser, 
travelling around on her 
bicycle, to enable her to 
look after twin daughters 


Rosemary and Elizabeth 
born in 1944. 

During the late 50s 
and early 60s, Marjorie, 
together with Mrs 
Churchill, Mrs Cooke 
and the Curate Rev Denis 
Bevan, opened a church 
youth club at All Saints 
Church Hall, St Nicholas 
Road, Barry. 

The club was very 
popular and ran for many 
years. 

Marjorie attended the 
luncheon club at the new 
All Saints annex with her 
friend Alice Dalton. 

Until three years ago, 
Marjorie lived at

Andy continued: “He 
recently spent time with 
Richard, his son, which 
will have given him 
great comfort and peace. 

“As for me, there will 
be a massive hole in my 
life. I’ve known Bryn 
since I was 10 years old 
and we’ve laughed, 
argued, fought, got 
drunk, got stoned, made 
music and done many 
crazy things together but 
always remained true 
friends. 

“On behalf of Ella, 
Richard and Christian 
and all those close to 
Bryn I would like to say 
goodnight, God bless to 
a true gentleman. Rest in 
peace.” 

Andy explained that 
he first met a young 
Bryn in an unusual way. 

“He gate-crashed my 
10 th birthday party! 
He’d brought me a 
plastic sports car so he 
was forgiven instantly.” 

The two lads became 
firm friends. 

“Bryn was a year 
older than me. He lived 
with his parents on 
Barry Road, but joined 
us playing up on the 
Buttrills Estate. 

“Musically, he liked 
Bowie and I liked Slade, 
but we both got into 
Hawkwind, Led 

Zeppelin, Deep Purple 
and Black Sabbath. 

“He bought a ‘violin

bass’ off my brother 
Tony and I bought a 
jumbo acoustic guitar. 
We used to play in the 
bedroom and out in the 
garden.” 

Their introduction to 
punk came courtesy of a 
friend, Steve Alexander, 
who had been tuning in 
to John Peel and told 
them “Listen to this!” It 
was ‘Hanging Around’ 
by The Stranglers. 

Along with Andy 
James on vocals and 
Mike Rudman on 
drums, Bryn and Andy 
formed Victimize. 

Bryn joined The 
Damned in 1983 and 
was part of the band’s 
most successful album 
‘Phantasmagoria’ 


released in 1985. He 
also played with the 
Phantom Chords. 

Andy recalled: “He 
returned to live in 
Cardiff with his wife 
and daughter in around 
1991. We met up and 
founded Bug - writing 
our own stuff, lots of his 
ideas came to the fore. 
We went on to do local 
and national gigs.” 

For a while, quite 
naturally, family life 
took precedence in their 
lives, but fate had 
another surprise in store. 

“In 2010, we had a 
chance meeting at Barry 
Island. I said: ‘Hey, you 
need to play again’.” 

And they did! 

They had always 


loved the New York 
punk band The Ramones 
and formed a tribute 
band The Shamones 
along with Andy’s 
brother Dave on drums. 

“We played at 
festivals across the 
country for five years. A 
lot of Damned fans 
would come along to see 
us. People would turn up 
with albums for Bryn to 
sign.” 

Andy is thankful that 
he was able to visit Bryn 
for a final time. “I was 
lucky enough to see 
him. It is devastating.” 

He said his thoughts 
were with Ella, Richard, 
Christian and the rest of 
Bryn’s family.

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‘Family and 
friends celebrated 
the life of Mrs 
Nolly Brend’ 



Helena ^Nolly^ Brend. 


On August 4, just ten 
weeks after she 
celebrated her 100th 
birthday, Helena 
Brend, of Bethel 
Residential Home, 
Dinas Powys, died. 
She was known 
affectionately to 
family and friends as 
Nolly. 

At the time of her 
100 th birthday, The 
GEM featured Nolly on 
the front page with 
friends who had travelled 
to Dinas Powys from all 
over the world. 

Her paternal roots 
went back to the 
Huguenots, members of 
the Protestant Reformed 
Church of France, who 
had to flee the country 
during the 17th and 18th 
centuries because of 
religious persecution. 

She was born in 
Wimbledon where her 
father worked in the fur 
trade. She left school at 
13 and worked in an 
office. 

Her social life was 
linked to the local 
Methodist Church and it 
was there that she formed 
strong and lasting 
friendships, one of which 
led her to study and work 
at the Bible College of 
Wales in Swansea in 
1937. 

During and after the 
war, Nolly, along with 
many other women, was 
drafted to work at Craig- 
y-Nos Hospital, 

Abercraf, which cared 
mainly for people 
suffering from TB. 

After the war, having 
had a taste for nursing 
she left the Bible College 
to start her nurse training. 

However, she never 
finished as her 
relationship, with 

Norman Brend, a friend 
from her younger days, 
blossomed and led to 
their marriage in 1947. 

They had three 
children and set up home 
in Leigh-on-Sea, Essex, 


Norman working for his 
father as a painter and 
decorator. 

They were both 
involved in the life of the 
local church and their 
home was open to 
visiting speakers and 
missionaries to stay, and 
lonely people from the 
church regularly joined 
them for Sunday lunch. 

They regularly went to 
the annual conferences 
held at the Bible College 
of Wales and one of the 
results was their home 
welcoming a three-year- 
old child of missionaries 
who were unable to take 
her on their travels. 

In 1957, they moved 
with their small family to 
work in Emmanuel 
Grammar School, 

Swansea, which was a 
boarding school for 
missionaries’ children. 

It was attached to the 
Bible College of Wales. 
Here they helped to care 
for many more children 
of missionaries, many of 
whom came to think of 
them as their ‘adopted’ 
Mum and Dad. 

Their son, Peter, had 
had a concern for the 
plight of the Jews in 
Russia. When he died in 


1986 they set up a 
weekly prayer group for 
Israel that ran for many 
years. 

In 2007, they moved 
into Bethel Residential 
Home in Dinas Powys 
where they later 
celebrated their 60th 
wedding anniversary. 
Five years later, Norman 
died just before his 98th 
birthday. 

Until her mobility 
deteriorated, Nolly 
attended a Baptist church 
in Barry, making more 
new friends. 

She was greatly loved 
by staff and residence in 
the home and her quiet, 
gentle presence was 
appreciated by family 
and friends that visited. 

The funeral and 
interment were held at 
the family grave in 
Swansea on September 2, 
and this was followed by 
a joyful memorial service 
held at Hebron Hall, 
Dinas Powys, when 
around 70 friends and 
family gathered to 
celebrate Nolly’s very 
full and profitable life of 
service to her Lord and to 
the community.

Red tape and tourism on the 
agenda at Rural Vale Forum 


LOCAL walk leaders from 
Valeways welcomed a 
coach full of visiting 
walkers who had travelled 
all the way from Wrexham 
to enjoy the delights of a 
summer trek in the Vale.

The return to Porthkerry took in 
Cold Knap and the dramatic 
seascape en route to the Golden 
Stairs. 

The walk was enthusiastically 
received and Valeways have been 
booked to play hosts to the north 
Walians for another Vale Walk 
next year. 


RED tape and tourism 
were two of many topics 
discussed at the Rural Vale 
Forum hosted by South 
Wales Central AM Andrew 
RT Davies on Monday, 
September 7. 

The event was held at the Cross 
Inn, Cowbridge and a number of 
local farmers attended to discuss 
the issues facing rural 
communities. Among those

All agreed with Andrew’s 
suggestion of increasing the 
number of brown tourism signs to 
advertise attractions on the M4 
and A48. 

Mr Davies said: “It was a

“Earms always need to move 
with the times, and diversification 
is important, especially in this 
climate. Red tape currently creates 
huge burdens, and we should look 
to remove obstacles.

Father 
Ben Andrews sent 
messages calling for a 
meeting to be held at 
his church, St Mary’s in 
Barry, and there was a 
strong response, with 
two meetings held this 
week. I was represented 
at one of those 
meetings and will play 
my full part in seeking 
to provide help and 
assistance as Vale AM. 

While this meeting 
was being held in 
Barry, I was answering 
questions in the 
Assembly, as Finance 
Minister, on the plight 
of refugees and the 
ways in which we can 
all respond - UK 
Government, Welsh 
Government, local 
authorities and the EU. 


The First Minister, 
Carwyn Jones was one 
of the first leaders to 
call for action in the 
UK and he chaired a 
summit this week 
which was attended by 
local partners - 
including the Vale 
Council who issued a 
statement on Monday, 
September 7. 

In her statement, 
Coun Bronwen Brooks, 
cabinet member for 
housing and community 
safety, called for a 
report to be submitted 
to the cabinet as a 
matter of urgency on 
how the Vale Council 
can provide support to 
refugees displaced by 
the conflict in the 
Middle East. 

She said: “The 
nature of the crisis is 
such that public 
organisations across the 
country have a 
responsibility to those 
in such great need.”

Driver of unfit taxi 
has licence revoked 


A HACKNEY 
carriage driver in 
the Vale has had his 
Hackney Carriage 
and Private Hire 
driver’s licences 
revoked.

‘The honey could be scarce 
this year’ warns beekeeper 


WHERE should I 
start? 

As of yet I have not 
taken any honey from the 
bees at all, and I am not 
likely to either. In fact, 
the feeding of colonies is 
and will continue for 
some time yet. 

Of the six colonies in 
the apiary, only two are 
coping on their own. This 
scenario is not unique to 
me; others are having 
just the same problems 
with their bees. 

Looking back at 
records from earlier 
years, 2001 was very 
productive. In fact from 
May and into September 
the amount of honey 
taken (but still leaving 
the bees with plenty for 
themselves) was 1,4401b 
- 12 very busy colonies. 

What then is the 
difference this time 


around? That was some 
14 years ago and the loss 
of habitat, plus the ever- 
diminishing forage for 
pollinators over this 
period is without a doubt 
one of the prime factors. 

However, the weather 
this year has been 
responsible for our 
present predicament, 
along with swarming on 
a grand scale. A swarm, 
of course, sees the 
departure of the old 
Queen with a fair number 
of the hives’ occupants 
departing with her. 

As a result of this split, 
there will eventually be a 
new virgin Queen 
coming to the fore in 
those bees left behind. 
She must at some time in 
the next couple of weeks 
be mated (drones 
required here) or else she 
will not be a functional 
member of the colony.

The mating flight of a 
Queen is very weather 
dependant! Inclement 
weather can and does 
mean that a colony ends 
up with a non-mated 
Queen. 

Why should that be a 
problem? She can still 
lay eggs and will 
obligingly do so, 
however the eggs she 
lays will only produce 
male bees (drones) and 
male bees serve only one 
purpose, that of mating 
with new Queens. They 
are not foragers or home 
builders. 

That is left to the 
workers of the hive, who 
are all females. 

Of course, some 
successful matings have 
occurred, the Queens 
have returned to their 
colony and dutifully 
begun to lay eggs and all 
should be well. 

What can go wrong 
now? 

The weather 

conditions take their toll; 
the population of the hive 
is expanding courtesy of 
the Queen and where 
foragers should be out 
and about and bringing in 
pollen and nectar, they 
are confined to the hive 
because of wet weather. 
All of the occupants do 
require food and very 
soon the stores will be 
diminished, and with no 
replacements coming in. 


starvation is just around 
the corner. 

Step up to the mark 
the beekeeper. Feeding is 
now what you must 
undertake if the bees are 
to survive and make it 
through the coming 
winter. 

All thoughts of 
supplying your many 
friends with honey from 
your hives has now gone 
out of the window. I will, 
of course, be assailed by 
beekeepers that 

somewhat like fishermen 
will exaggerate slightly 
and inform me of the 
prodigious amounts of 
honey they have taken 
off, and have had to store 
it in the bath as they have 
run out of jars! 

Looking suitability 
envious and avoiding any 
expression that indicates 
I don’t believe them, our 
conversation will 

become definitely one¬ 
sided and I will depart 
maybe a wiser man. 

Will I have a 2001 
result next year? Well I 
am a hobby beekeeper 
and the honey aspect is 
just one side of the story. 
It is the bees that are the 
real interest and what 
they do for us.

TWO thousand

Tom Hardy (and Tom Hardy!) 

excel in entertaining, but not 
exceptional, gangster biopic 


W HEN Guy 
Ritchie 
released 
Lock, Stock and 
Two Smoking 
Barrels in 1998, it 
spawned a stream 
of British crime 
films that 
attempted to 
capitalise on its 
success. 

While some were 
exceptional {Gangster 
No.l) there were plenty 
that clogged up the 
straight-to-video/DVD 
displays, most of them 
starring Danny Dyer. 

However, the genre 
has undergone 
something of a 
renaissance, and the 
story of the most 
notorious British 
gangsters, the Kray 
twins, having been 
filmed back in 1991 with 
Spandau Ballet’s Kemp 
brothers in the title roles, 
is told for 21st century 
audiences in Legend. 

It sees Tom Hardy 
play both Ronnie and 
Reggie Kray, near 
identical twins, whose 
reign of crime and terror 
across the east end of 
London in the 1960s is 
the stuff of (you guessed 


it) legend. As times 
change, and gangsters 
challenge the Kray’s 
rule, it sees the twins 
fight back to hold on to 
what they see as theirs... 

While the mythical 
status the Kray brothers 
have developed over the 
years says much about 
British people’s love of 
rogues, their name isn’t 
necessarily the thing that 
sells this story; instead 
it’s that Tom Hardy is 
essaying both brothers. 

Gimmicky? Perhaps a 
little, but also intriguing 
and interesting to boot, 
with the actor one of the 
more eminently 
watchable performers 
working today. 

Legend, then, is a film 
that has to transcend the 
charisma of its lead and 
create something 
engaging and attention- 
grabbing; what it is is a 
film that works as a 
comedy-drama, 
moments of humour 
(black or otherwise) 
rubbing up against 
moments of violence. 

It’s tone isn’t entirely 
dissimilar to Chopper, 
the 2000 film that told 
the story of Australian 
criminal Mark Read, but 
while it suited that film, 
here it sometimes feels

tonally jarring at times. 

Framed by a 
voiceover from Reggie’s 
wife Frances (played 
with superb vulnerability 
by the underrated Emily 
Browning), it’s her 
recollections of the 
brothers and their 
actions and behaviour. 
Given that both are 
played by Hardy, the 
definitions between 
them, both as characters 
and through the actor’s 
performance, are 
beautifully realised. 

Reggie is the roguish 
charmer, a natural fit for 
Hardy’s magnetic 
onscreen presence, while 
Ronnie is the 
unbalanced, psychotic 
other half of the same 
coin. While Hardy 
attacks Ronnie with 
greater relish (many of 
the laughs coming from 
his behaviour) there’s 
also the constant air of 
menace around him, like 
a bomb that could go off 
at any time. 

That Hardy can create 
such similar yet 
distinguishable 
performances is a 


testament to his ability, 
and along with 
Browning, and a raft of 
smaller performances, 
the piece is well-acted. 

Behind the camera is 
Brian Helgeland, taking 
on both writing and 
directing duties, and the 
American director seems 
a little lost in translation. 

Visually, the period is 
brought to life well, the 
edge and cool of 1960s 
London visible 
throughout, but there are 
times when you feel we 
are seeing London 
through an American’s 
eyes, with the odd cliche 
here and there and a 
score that often lays on 
melodrama. 

The script itself tells 
the story of the brothers’ 
rise and fall well, but 
doesn’t really dig too 
deeply into the 
characters; in a way it 
plays to the public 
perception of them 
rather than getting into 
their psyche, which 
works given how the 
film plays as a snapshot 
of them rather than an 
all-encompassing biopic. 

There isn’t much 
depth, other than from 
the tragic Frances. Her 
story is the emotional 
core of the film. 

Helgeland’s script 
also treads the line well 


between painting the 
brothers in a heroic light 
and demonising them. If 
it skews a little more to 
the former than the 
latter, then it isn’t that 
much of an issue, 
Hardy’s magnetic 
performance seeing to 
that, but by the end of 
the film you are left in 
no doubt of their dark 
sides. 

It lacks a degree of 
pace, and peaks a little 
early (albeit with a 
saddening gut punch), 
but Legend makes for an 
entertaining take on the 
story of the Krays, 
shepherded by a truly 
superb pair of turns by 
Tom Hardy. 

VERDICT: An above 
average film containing 
an incredible set of 
performances, what 
Legend lacks in narrative 
guile and direction is 
more than made up for 
through Tom Hardy’s 
excellent performances 
as Reggie and Ronnie 
Kray, and Emily 
Browning’s subtle, 
fragile turn as the 
former’s wife. Not quite 
a glorious success, it’s 
still a smart and stylish 
effort. Enjoyable.

THE father of a 16- 
year-old with a rare 
genetic condition 
took part in Ty 
Hafan’s Taff Trail 
Cycle Challenge to 
raise funds for the 
charity that has 
been a lifeline for 
his family. 

David Lewis and his 
team - the ‘Tesco 
Trailers’ - joined 280 
cyclists for Ty Hafan’s 
annual fundraising event 
along the picturesque 
route from Brecon to 
Cardiff. 

The father-of-three 
tackled the Half Taff 
Cycle Challenge, starting 
from Merthyr Tydfil, to 
thank Ty Hafan for 


supporting his daughter, 
Sophie, and his family 
since 2004. 

Sophie is one of only 
around 50 people in the 
UK to be diagnosed with 
CDKL5 - a rare genetic 
condition that results in 
seizures and severe 
developmental issues. 

Her condition requires 
24-hour care and she is 
unable to walk or talk. 
Despite her difficulties, 
Sophie brings a great 
deal of happiness to her 
family, and the staff at Ty 
Hafan love to spoil her 
when she visits the 
hospice in the Vale. 

Looking back at 
Sophie’s early life, her 
mum, Jane, said: “Sophie 
was born on June 26, 




1999 and it was the 
happiest day of my life. 
My pregnancy was 
normal but the birth was 
horrendous. I was in 
labour for three days and 
then ended up having a 
C-section. 

“Sophie did not need 
any special care and we 
came home with our little 
bundle of joy and 
enjoyed a blissful 15 
weeks. Sophie, in those 
early weeks, was a 
wonderful baby. She fed 
well and slept well, 
everything was bliss. I 
can honestly say I had no 
concerns whatsoever.” 

But when Sophie was 
15 weeks old, out of 
nowhere, she suffered 
her first seizure. 

“The day she had her 
first seizure changed me 
completely. I can 
honestly say I’m a 
different person now,” 
said Jane. 

“The fear grips you 
inside. It was the first 
time I had seen anyone 
have a seizure and I was 
watching my daughter go 
through it. We were in 
the car and she was in her 
car seat asleep at the 
time. I was screaming at 
my husband and we 
drove straight to the 
hospital. 

“We arrived, and when 
we were called in to see 
the doctor, she started 
fitting again in my arms. 
Needless to say we were 
admitted straight away, 
and we made that 
hospital our home for the 
next four months.” 

Over the following 
days, Sophie’s fits 
continued. On one day, 
she suffered more than 
50 seizures. 

“Every test came back 
as normal so, because of 
this and being young and 
naive, I just assumed 
they would get her 
medication sorted and we 


would get home and 
enjoy things again,” said 
Jane. “Little did I know 
the seizures would still 
be dominating our lives 
16 years later.” 

Sophie’s referral to Ty 
Hafan couldn’t have 
come at a better time. 
The couple also had their 
two-year-old son, 

Thomas, to care for and 
were in need of 
additional support to help 
with their daughter’s 
complex needs. 

David from Leckwith 
said: “Ty Hafan has been 
incredible. It has been 
hard at times, but their 
support makes life a lot 
easier. 

“They look after all of 
Sophie’s care needs 
when we visit so we can 
have a rest and do normal 
things like go out for a 
meal or go on holiday. 

“Sophie has a fantastic 
time at Ty Hafan. She 
loves the sensory room 
and the hydrotherapy 
pool and our other two 
boys love it there as 
well.” 

Dave, a maintenance 
worker at Tesco, supports 
Ty Hafan whenever he 
can and encourages his 
employers to help out as 
well. 

“Tesco donated loads 
of toys to the children 


last Christmas and I went 
along with other staff 
members to help wrap 
the presents. They also 
donated a road bike, a 
Hudl and gift cards as 
raffle prizes. We’d also 
like to thank Memory 
Lane Cakes for donating 
cakes. 

“Jane also volunteers 
with Ty Hafan and helps 
the fundraising team with 
admin at Christmas time. 
We enjoy giving 
something back as they 
have done so much for 
our family.” 

David is now looking 
forward to planning more 
fundraising activities 
next year. 

“I really enjoyed 
taking on the Taff Trail 
Cycle Challenge and was 
really pleased that I was 
able to give something 
back to help other 
families. We are already 
planning to complete the 
full route next year and 
are even thinking about 
doing the Ty Hafan 
Three Peaks Challenge 
next June as well.”

also took part including 
Brad and Lauren Watson, 
Ian Hicks, Andrew 
Evans, Jennifer O’Brien, 
Angelo Pucella and 
Matthew Smith.

New houses and problems 
regarding rights of way 


1 REFER to the council’s recent press 
notice about the public being allowed 
to speak at right-of-way sub¬ 
committee meetings reported in The 
GEM on September 3. 

New houses have been built over recorded public 
rights of way at Pencoedtre Lane (Taylor Wimpey), 
White Farm (Persimmon), Trem Echni (Taylor 
Wimpey), and there is an intention for Redrow to 
build over public rights of way in Wenvoe. 

What is going on? Planning and public rights of 
way go hand in hand, so why are the update reports 
not reported to the planning committee that meets 
monthly, but instead go to the Local Access Forum 
that only meets twice a year or so?

he should pause a 
second and realise 
that statistics alone 
are not the sole 
measurement as to 
performance of any 
organisation in 
either the public or 
private sector. As 
we all know, 
statistics can prove 
anything! 

What is of greater 
importance is the debate 
and decision-making on 
key areas that have a 
major influence on the 
lives of those for whom 
the organisation claims 
to have responsibility. 

Applying this 
performance indicator, 
the three important 
issues on which the 
council’s decisions have 
proved lamentable are 
housing development, 
the proposal to introduce 
parking charges in the 
principal towns in the 
Vale and local 
government 
organisation. 

With regard to 
housing development, 
the council has 
steadfastly refused to 
justify its decision to 
build almost twice the 
number of new houses 
necessary according to 
original forecasts, even 
though that decision has 
been challenged by 
almost everyone. 

Nor have they 
explained why they 
pursue a cordial 
relationship with the 
various housing 
developers, while 
alienating those 
communities affected by 
the many planning 
applications agreed, by 
refusing to accept 
reasoned argument on 
scaling back some of the 
applications. 

A visit to the high 
streets of all the major 


towns in the Vale 
illustrates the challenge 
faced by retailers to 
survive in the face of 
competition from online 
shops and large retail 
parks. 

Local retailers are 
disappearing at an 
alarming rate with 
closed units increasing 
in number weekly. 

The answer to this 
problem must be to 
minimise business rates 
and to encourage new 
businesses via rate-free 
periods and lower rates. 

The Vale Council is 
proposing the 
introduction of parking 
charges, thus ensuring 
that even driving into 
one of our towns to buy 
a newspaper will result 
in having to pay a 
parking charge for that 
simple purchase. 

Again, the weight of 
people opinion is against 
this proposal but the 
council is, as usual, 
pressing on with its 
illogical plan. 

When it became a 
matter of when, not if, 
there was to be a 
merging of local 
authorities, Coun Moore 
announced that the ideal 
merger for the Vale 
would be with Bridgend 
Council, without doubt 
the most ridiculous 
suggestion imaginable. 

When rightly the 
Welsh Government 
rejected this suggestion 
he accepted that perhaps 
the merger made more 
sense if it was with 
Cardiff Council, 
somewhat of a U-turn. 

Unfortunately, the 
Vale Council and its 
elected councillors have 
lost sight of the fact that 
their role is to provide 
an acceptable range of 
services at a reasonable 
financial cost to those 
who live in the Vale and 
to act as our 
representatives at all 
times.

Darren Farm 
will not reduce 
traffic in town 


1 SEE the Darren 
Farm 

Developers are 
again busy creating 
so much spin in 
their statements 
that one can get 
quite giddy reading 
it! 

Last April, they said 
they were decreasing the 
density, now they say 
they are increasing the 
density and providing 
extra properties for the 
elderly. This is despite 
the fact that the 
development is so far 
out from town, senior 
citizens will be isolated 
from the shopping and 
other facilities they 
might need, unless they 
have transport. 

Providing cycle paths, 
to go where. Never 
Never Land? 

Now, regarding the 
spin they give in their 
statement on the 
decrease of a 1,000 
vehicles from 
Cowbridge. 

I believe the majority 
of this 1,000 decrease 
results from traffic 
coming down the 
Llantwit Major Road, 
turning left on Westgate 
and turning back to 
Bridgend or onto the by¬ 
pass to Cardiff, and also 
the vehicles coming off 
the by-pass into 
Westgate and turning 
onto the Llantwit Road. 
Living where I do, I 
know the Llantwit Major 
Road is a very busy 
road. Technically these 
vehicles are entering 
Cowbridge, but not 
travelling through 
Cowbridge. 

I attended the 
presentation last 
November in the town 


hall and questioned these 
figures and how they 
were obtained. 
Apparently traffic 
cameras were placed in 
all the entry/exit points 
to Cowbridge and 
monitored 24/7, and the 
figures calculated from 
the readings. 

So far so good, until I 
asked a question; did 
they take into 
consideration the 
increase in vehicles from 
the development? 
Answer, “No, because 
the houses have yet to be 
built so we could not 
include an estimate.” 

The representative 
agreed that a 
conservative estimate 
could be 1.4 cars per 
house giving an extra 
546 in Cowbridge. With 
their increase in the 
number of houses in 
their new proposal, this 
would become 665! 

Their decrease in 
vehicles from 
Cowbridge is now just 
one third of their 
original figure! 

Then there are the 
children attending the 
new primary school, 
some who will no doubt 
be driven there through, 
or should I say from, 
Cowbridge. 

It is also unlikely, due 
to the distance, that 
children from a Darren 
Farm estate will walk to 
the Comprehensive. 

They too will be driven. 
The same applies even 
more so for anyone 
shopping. 

I believe there will be 
an increase of traffic in 
the centre and through 
Cowbridge, not a 
decrease.

Councillors concerned 
by new harrier in Dinas 


ACTION has been promised to 
address a problem caused by 
the barrier at the entrance to 
Parc Bryn y Don, Dinas Powys. 

This follows a meeting at which 
councillors Val Hartrey, Keith Hatton 
and Chris Eranks discussed the issue 
with senior Vale staff. 

The erection of the barrier, which 
was quickly erected following the 
departure of Travellers from the 
playing field, was welcomed locally. 
However, it is now creating problems 
for residents and sportspeople. 

Coun Chris Eranks said that the 
barriers had prevented an ambulance 
attending to an incident at the 
skatepark: “We understand that a 
teenager broke a leg at the park. 
Unfortunately, the crew could not pass 


under the barrier and had to make their 
way on foot. No doubt the injured 
person had an uncomfortable journey 
back to the ambulance.” 

Coun Hartrey added: “In addition to 
this, many sports people’s vehicles 
cannot safely gain access to the park. 
The result is vehicles parking on the 
main road. ,Alternatively, residential 
roads are being used which is 
inconveniencing householders.” 

Immediate response emergency 
services will be provided with a key to 
remove the barrier. 

Coun Keith Hatton emphasised that 
a more detailed investigation was 
required to find a permanent solution - 
“This is a complex matter but the 
public expect answers as soon as 
possible.”

PENARTH HOCKEY 
TEAMS GET THEIR 
SEASON UNDERWAY 


PENARTH Hockey 
Club got the 
competitive portion 
of the 2015-16 
season underway in 
Swansea at the 
weekend, but 
almost as 
significant as the 
success down west 
was the return of 
the club’s third XI. 

The influx of players 
over the summer which 
allowed the re-formation

Once in front, Penarth 
piled on the pressure and 
added another two in the 
second half through a 
Birch penalty corner and 
a second for Haran.

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Season ends on a whimper for Cadoxton 


CADOXTON travelled to Ystrad Mynach 
for the final league game of the season, 
with all early hopes of promotion gone.

Wales must show their ruthless 
side against Los Teros minnows 


A nd so it begins... the 

eighth Rugby World 
Cup 2015... and all eyes 
will turn to the Millennium 
Stadium, Cardiff at 2.30pm this 
Sunday, September 20, as 
Wales launch their opening bid 
against Uruguay for the 
coveted Webb Ellis trophy in 
Pool A - dubbed the ‘group of 
death’. 

The second smallest nation in 
south America, with a population 
slightly larger than Wales, is more 
noted for its prowess with the round 
ball, having twice won the FIFA 
World Cup - but Los Teros 
(‘Southern Lapwing’) have 
previously managed to qualify for 
only two Rugby World Cups out of 
the seven held since the inaugural 
tournament won by the All Blacks in 
\New Zealand in 1987. _ 


Notwithstanding the loss of 
several key Welsh players through 
injury, the gulf between the two sides 
should mean that Wales will have too 
much in their armoury for the 
amateur minnows, before moving on 
to a far more severe test against arch 
rivals and hosts England at 
Twickenham just six days later 
(September 26). 

Of course, it is not quite as simple 
as that - and after the recent sobering 
experience against Six Nations 
stragglers Italy at the same ground, a 
reshaped Welsh team cannot afford 
to take even the lowliest opposition 
lightly in a global knockout 
competition where anything can 
happen and every single hard-won 
(or lost) point could prove critical. 

They will be fully aware that a 
win, though essential in Sunday’s 
opening clash, may well be not 
enough if further progress as one of 
the two top teams in this toughest of

Rugby World Cup pools eventually 
comes down to points difference. 

It will call for a clinical 
ruthlessness in dispatching lesser 
opposition that may come naturally 
to the southern hemisphere giants, 
but which Wales have yet to show is 
ingrained in their own rugby psyche. 

Apart from England, ranked fourth 
in the world, they will also have to 
face in-form Australia (ranked 
second) and dangerous outsiders Eiji, 
who are steadily transferring their 
famed sevens expertise to the 15- 
man game - and, if not tightly 
restrained, have proved more than 
capable of upsetting the Welsh 


applecart in the past (mention of 
Erance 2007 can still bring a 
shudder!). 

Certainly, the wave of optimism 
over Welsh prospects before the 
disappointing autumn ‘warm-ups’ 
that began in August has become 
distinctly more circumspect as the 
casualty list has mounted, with two 
more key world class men, Welsh 
player of the year, scrum half Rhys 
Webb, and kicking points machine 
Leigh Halfpenny following first 
choice centre Jonathan Davies in 
being cruelly ruled out of the 
tournament by injury. Halfpenny’s 
replacement, winger Eli Walker, has 
also been ruled out of the 
tournament, his place going to back- 
rower Ross Moriarty. 

The new mood of realism, 
however, is no bad thing and should 
never be mistaken for pessimism, for 
the spirit and talent in this Welsh 
camp is such that they are fully 


capable of proving doubters in the 
national media wrong and 
overcoming the setbacks - to mount 
a powerful World Cup challenge of 
the kind that took the last tournament 
by storm Down Under in 2011. 

Morale has been boosted by the 
imminent return of two more key 
players to the front-line from injury - 
tight head prop Samson Lee and full 
back Liam Williams - though much 
will depend on how quickly they can 
demonstrate full match fitness after 
their enforced lengthy lay-offs on the 
sidelines. 

Head coach Warren Gatland 
gambled on the pair doing this 
successfully and quickly regaining 
top form by naming them in his 31- 
man squad, and Sunday’s opening 
game could provide the ideal 
opportunity to put this to the test. 

The stage is set. Come on, Wales! y

Penarth kicked off 
with the breeze and slope 
to their advantage. An 
early scrum saw the 
home side driven 
backwards to concede a 
penalty which gave the 
visitors the lead - and a 
warning of things to 
come. 

Penarth continued to 
play a sensible territorial 
game and forced Barry 
into positions where the 
home defence had to be 
at its best, which it was, 
to avoid going further 
behind. 

Barry were struggling 
to get any meaningful 
possession and what they 
had was being kicked 
away, often to their 
disadvantage. This meant 
that they were playing on 
the back foot, unable to 
bring the threequarters 
into play. 

Barry stuck manfully 
to the task of having to 
defend but were 
dismpted by the loss of 
captain Hadfield after 20 
minutes, to be replaced 
by Glynn Jones. 


Despite the problems 
up front and a faltering 
lineout, Barry came into 
the game and were 
unluc^ on one or two 
occasions as they chased 
and harried the visitors 
into errors. 

The game nearly 
turned on its head 
following a 22 drop out 
by Baros which was 
caught by Adams, who 
roared up the touchline 
only to be forced into 
touch just short. 

This was followed by 
Scott being halted just 
short and losing 
possession, enabling the 
visitors to clear the 
danger. 

As half-time neared 
Penarth were awarded a 
dubious penalty and from 
the ensuing lineout 
managed to squeeze over 
in the corner for a 
converted try to give 
them a 10-point lead. 

However Barry were 
rewarded when Scott 
kicked a penalty to 
reduce the deficit on 
half-time. 

Supporters were 
reasonably cheerful and 
optimistic that something 
could be achieved in the 
second half with the 
elements in their favour. 

An injury to Gallivan 


meant a reshuffle in the 
backs with Busitil 
coming on and Baros 
moving to scrum half. 

After wasting an early 
penalty, Barry reduced 
the deficit as Baros 
calmly converted from 
40 metres. 

It was the home side’s 
turn to apply pressure 
and with a bit more 
possession were starting 
to look threatening. 

A good scrum from 
the Barry eight forced the 
visitors into conceding 
another penalty which 


was well kicked, by Scott 
this time, with now only 
one point separating the 
sides. Minutes later Scott 
was forced to leave the 
field, to be replaced by 
Goodfellow. 

At a stage when it was 
hoped Barry might get a 
result, it was the visitors 
who resorted to using 
their powerful forwards, 
forcing Barry back on 
defence but unable to 
breach it. 

Regretfully, Barry 
were guilty of some 
aimless defensive 


kicking which ultimately 
only had the effect of 
increasing the pressure 
on a hard-pressed 
defence. 

Penarth were camped 
in the Barry 22 as they 
chose to take scrums 
instead of kicks at goal 
and, despite losing a 
player to the bin, Barry 
somehow held out - only 
to concede a penalty 
moments later which was 
successful for a four 
point lead.
